I advo- 
cated openly and actively his election in 1883 and 
1889, and he was cordially in favor of my return in 
and also in the phenomenal campaign of 
1891, though some tried to make me think other- 
wise. In the interior politics of the Senate, its 
Presidency, to which I was elevated, and on com- 
mittees, I always conciously had his cordial and 
effective co-operation, asin such matters he always 
had mine. In State politics we came nearer t0- 
gether after 1879, and, while each of us had his own 
friends and his own enemies, our interests ran in the 
same lines and were largely mutual. There was no 
colision nor friction nor irritation. even on 
questions of patronage, which frequentiy maké 80 
much troubie and which in the days of Pomeroy and 
ne kept the politics of the State in such turmoil 
and discreditable fermentation. Of course, there 
were occasions when we could have quarreled, and 
now and then there was an area of low barometer 
with storm signals, but if one would not give way the 
other did, and this came at lastto be the habit, so 
that we never had a harsh word nor a 
heated interview, nor anything approaching a 
rupture. His expressions of regret at my 
defeat, both in conversation before my term closed 
and in lettere afterward, were sincere. unaffected 
and genuine, lam sure, It isa great pleasure to me. 
now vhat he has gone, to recall our intercourse, ex- 
tending over so many compiex and delicate affairs 
avd to remember no stain or scar, nothing that i 
ould obliterate, no breach even of courtesy or 
formal decorum which might well enough occur in 
the haste and passion of publiclife. * * *

This prectpitates a political convulsionin the State 
a ne duration and whose results can not be Tore- 
old, 

fae campaign tor the Legislature will begin at 
once. The People’s patty will endeavor to secure 
another representative in the Senate, and they may 
have the assistance of the Democrats again, as they 
had a year ago, in their efforts to reduce the Repub- 
lican majority in that body. The Republicans have 
the advantage of the pendency of the presidential 
election, which will tend to allay discord and bring 
the old and young crowds together. Prohibition and 
woman suffrage are looming menacingly on the 
horizon, and altogether the portents of elemental 
strife are abundant.

MODERN WOODMEN. 


Origin of f£uitse Pending at Omaha—A 
Prosperous Order. 
GREENVILLE, lll., Dec. 22.—The dispatch 
from Omaha published in Sunday’s Post- 
DisPpaTCH, in regard to the suit pending 
against the Modern Woodmen of America, 
created quite a sensation here, as there 
are about 400 members of this 
order in this county and about 
25.000 members in the State of Dlinots. Hon. 
W. A. Northcott, the Head Consul of this 
order in the United States, resides in Green- 
ville,.and your correspondent interviewed 
him in regard to the statement contained in 

Omaha telegram. 

Mr. Northcott said: ‘*‘The Omaha corre- 
spondent has made a mountain out ofa mole 
hill. Every menrber of the order knows that 
this suit bas been pending in the United 
States Court at Omaha, Neb., for 


nearly a year. Daniel B. Maitby 
brings suit for about $5,000 on an 
old contract made with the former manage- 
ment and he cannot recover more than this 
amount if he recovers at all. There is only 
one other similar contract and that is with O. 
H. Henderson and if the courts decide these 
contracts binding, the order will only 
have to pay the aggregate sum of $10,000, and 
aswe haveasurplus of $39,000 in the treas- 
ury, the order car not be embarrassed by 
these suits. The present management con- 
sider these contracts fraudulent and illegal 
aud will not pay them until ordered to do 
so by the courts, andthis matter will De de- 
cided in a very few days. Thus you willsee 
that instead of $1,000,000 and the existence of 
the order being at stake, only $10,000 is in- 
volvedin the controversy, and the or- 
caer has abundant means to ay this 
should it become necessary. If any St. 
Louis parties have similar contracts it is 
with the Sovereign Woodmen of the World, 
a different organfgation, under the control 
of J. C. Root.’”’ 

Mr. Northcott says the Modern Woodmen 
of America has never been so prosperous 
in its history asit isatpresent. Fourteen 
thousand new members have been added in 
the past year. There is a surplus of $30,000in the 
general fund and every just obligation 
has been paid promptiy and in full. During 
the past year $6,000,000 has been paidout to 
the beneficiaries of deceased members and 
the assessments upon each member have 
been no heavier than they were last year. 
The growth for the month of December is un- 
equaled in the history of the order.’’

CRISIS IN CANADA. 


Minister Chapleau Refuses to Return 
to the Abbott Fold. 


MERCIER’S BITTER DENUNCIATION OF 
LIEUT.-GOV. ANGERS. 


He Threatens to Drive the Crown’s Rep- 
resentative From the Province of Que- 
bec—British Polit‘cs Affected by De- 
vonshire’s Death—Davittand Redmond 
Nominated at Waterford. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 22.—The political 
world of Canada is ina whirlwind of excite- 
ment. 

It seems that a crisis is at hand and it is 
not improbable that a general election may 
result. That the delay in the reconstruction 
ofa Cabinet is largely due to the Hon. J. A. 
Chapleau, Secretary of State, is currently 
reported while none doubt that the imbroglio 
in Quebec has largely assisted. About six 
months ago Mr. Chapleau threatened to re- 
sign his seat inthe Dominion Uabinet unless 
better terms and more power were given to 
the French Canadians in the Federal Govern- 
ment. This delayed reconstruction for a 
fortnight when,after repeated interviews be- 
tween the Premier and Mr. Chapleau, it was 
agreed that either the Department of Rall- 
ways and Canals or that of Public Works 
should be given to a Quebec Minister and that 
Mr. Chapleau himself should be moved pres- 
ently from the Department of State to that of 
Agriculture. It was now . hoped that all 
would be plain salling, but some time before 
the commissioners in the Mercier-Pacaud 
scandal sent in their report, Mr. Chapleau 
had begun spending the greater por- 
tion of his time in Montreal, absenting 
himself from the meetings of the Privy 
Council, and apparently strengthening his 
own faction in the Quebec province. When 
the report of the two commissioners was 
published, it was discovered that Mr. Chap- 
leau was again at variance with his col- 
leagues, and he said that unless his demands 
of six weeks ago were met, he would not 
support the Conservatives in their approach- 
ing campaign in Quebec against Mercier. 

Last Friday night three of his distinguished 
colleagues went to Montreal to induce the 
Secretary of State to come back into the 
fold. They were the Premier, the Hon. J. J. 
C. Abbott, Sir John Thompson, Minister of 
Justice, and the Hon. C. H. Tupper, Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries. Although these 
gentlemen had along conference with Mr. 
Chapleau, they failed in their mission and 
returnec without him. The position is seri- 
ous for the Abbott Ministry and may possibly 
cause its defeat in the coming session. 

HOTTIMES IN QUEBBRC. 

The dissolution of the Quebec Ministry by 
Lieut.-Gov. Angers and Premier Mercier’s 
reply to Angers’ letter acquainting him with 
the findings of the Imperial Commission in- 
quirtng into the Paeaud scandal, have tended 
to complicate matters and place the affairs of 
the Dominion in a worse light than ever. 

Mercier’s note to Angiers, upon the latter’s 
refusal to place inthe Premier’s hand the 
full text or the report of the commission and 
the views of the dissenting members, indi- 
cates the intensity of political feeling in that 
Province. Mercier says: 

I have to do, not with an impartial head ofthe FEx- 
ecutive, but with a political adversary subjected to 
the outside infiuence of evil counselors and bad 

sassions. You have knowtagly and wilifully violated 
he usages and constitutional laws; you have had 
the audacity to do what our august sovereign, Queen 
Victoria, would never have daredto doin England 
without provoking a revolution among the English 
people. All good citizens must admit that there is 
a limit to tyranny, andaman, though he may have 
been a Prime Minister, is nota siave. 

The reportis that of two partisans, from whom 
you have dragged an unjust, an unfounded opinion, 
and it is altogether informai and without legal value. 
The allegations of this pretended preliminary report 
are contrary tothe proof They contain gratuitous 
insults to your ex-Ministers, supported bythe great 
majority of the Legislature of this Province. 

Mr. Mercier charges the Governor with 
personaland autocratic government, with 
having arrested the working of the govern. 
ment, with having refused tocallthe Legis- 
lature at the request of its majority to trans- 
act public business and with having carried 
out one of the most odious conspiracies ever 
entered into against the constitutional liber- 
ties enjoyed by a free people. 

ANGERS THREATENED. 

Continuing, Premisr Mercier says: 

I denounce you before pubiic opinion and it is not 
far distant when the representatives of the peopie 
will again resume the power of which you have 
stripped them and vindicate the constitution which 
you have broken. You will shortly receive from 
Mr. Abbott. your master, the ~~ of your nationa! 
treachery. and ] shall soon go before the people and 
receive irom its strong and powerful hands a new 
mandate which will enabie me to resume in the 
Legisiature the position from which you have 
driven meand to chase you constitutionally, but 
surely, from Spencerwood. 

Monster mass meetings are being organized 
by the Liberals throughout the province. 
Detective corps and squads of police are held 
in readinessto march to Spencerwood, the 
official resi@ence of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
to protect it against any hostile demonstra- 
tion. The citizens of 8t. Roch and St. Saveur 
especially are boiling with indignation. 8st. 
Roch is perhaps the strongest Liberal strong- 
bold in the Dominion. 

To-day’s advices from Montreal state that 
the Legislature will not be summoned for the 

2th inst., but that the Lieutenant-Governor 
wilhimmediately issue a proclamation dis- 
solvingthe Legislature and orderinga new 
election.

DEAR Stzn—I have seen repeatediy in the last few 
weeks accounts in the néwepapers of great suffering 
from famine in Russia. The American people have 
always been ready to give liberally to the reMef of 
suffertng, whether at home or avroad, and if there is 
eee A such suffering and danger from starvation in 
Russia as to presenta proper case for international 
charity, Il have no doubt an appeal might be made to 
our people which would elicit as generous a response 
as in the case of the Irish famine of 1847. As ! pre- 
sume you will have reliable ixformativn as to desti- 
tation in your coustry, i write to say 
that if you think the ease is such as to render 
contributions from this country necessary or desira- 
ble, I will be giad to do what I can to start a subscrip- 
tion for that pur by catling attention to it through 
the pressand otherwise. Ithink all that is needed 
to set on foot a successfal movementfor relief is a 
reliable assurance of its mecessity. If you think such 
a movement hecessary and will so inform me! wil! 
make an effort to start one at once. 

As lame stranger to you you may, if you wish, re-

THE STOLEN PEARLS 


—_— 


Sensational Ending of the Osborne-Har- 
greaves Libel Suit. 


THE PLAINTIFF CONFESSES THE THEFT 
OF HER FRIEND'S JEWELS. 


London Society Shocked by the Unex, 
pected Developments in the Case—Sir 
Charles Russell Withdraws From the 
Suit and Asks for a Verdict Against 
His Client. . 


_LONDon, Dec. 22.—When the libel suit 
brought by Mrs. Osborne against Mrs. Har- 

greaves (both parties to the suit being ladies 
well known in society) was suddenly and un- 
expectedly adjourned on Saturday last until 
to-day, on account of the receiptof a mys- 
terious letter handed to counsel by Justice 
Denman, it was intimated that these would 
be some startling developments in the 
Queen’s Bench division of the High Court of 
Justice to-day. The startling developments 
have been realized beyond all expectation 
and society is now quivering from a severe 
shock and thoroughly enjoying the latest 
sensation in high life. In a word, Sir 
Charles Russell, Q. C., the distinguished law- 
yer who was leading counsel for Mrs. Os- 
borne, the plaintiff in this much commented 
on suit for libel, has withdrawn from the 
case andthe most extraordinary rumors are 
in circulation. When Justice Denman handed 
Sir Charles the mysterious letter on Saturday, 
counsel was observed to be very much an- 

noyed;immediately after perusing the mis- 

sive received by Justice Denman, Sir Charles 
Russell held a hurried conversation with Sir 
Edward Clarke, @. C., who acted as leading 
counsel for Mrs. Hargreaves. Soon after this 
conversation, by consent of both, counsel, 
Justice Denman adjourned the case until this 
morning pending an investigation into the 
contents of the mysterious letter. 

THE MYSTERY EXPLAINED. ‘ 

The document, it now appears, was a letter 
written to the presiding justice by Benjamin 
& sons, the tallors of Conduit street. Init 
they said that on Feb. 22 last a lady askeda 
member of the firm to change the sum of £550 
in gold @2.579) into an equal sum in bank 
notes. The firm not having that amount of 
money in their safe introduced the lady re- 
ferred to to the National and Provincial 
Bank’s branch house in Piccadilly. There 
she was accommodated with the £50 in bank 
notes in exchange for goid. This sum, it 
will be remembered, was the price paid for 
the stolen pearls by Spink & Sons, the Bond 
street jewelers who purchased them from 
@ mysterious lady on Feb. 23, months after 
they had been missed by Mrs. Hargreaves. 
The latter, who had a number of guests, In- 
cluding Mrs. Osborne, stopping at her resi- 
dence at Torquay when the jewels disap- 
peared, was much distressed at their loss. 
The house was searched in vain and a reward 
was offered forthe return of the pearis, but 
all trace of them was lost until they were 
} purchased by the jewelers mentioned. The 
Yatter, soon after making the purctiase, be- 
came possessed of information which led 
them to belleve thatthey had stolen prop- 
erty, in the shape of the pearis, in their 
possession, and Mrs. Hargreaves and her hus- 
band, Maj. Hargreaves, were communicated 
with. A searching investigation followed, 
and in some manner the name ._ of 
Mrs. Osborne became mixed up in the 
affair. This led to the libel suit and 
the recent sensational evidence given in 
court. Mrs. Osborne was suspected of steal- 
ing the pearls, and in return it was intimated 
that Mrs. Hargreaves Wasthe person who 
actually sold the jewels to Spink & Sons. The 
newspapers of this city have devoted a page 
each day to their accounts of the court pro- 
ceedings, the general opinion being that Mrs. 
Osborne did not steal the jewels or she would 
not dare to sue Mrs. Hargreaves for libel on 
the ground that the latter had intimated that 
she had stolen them. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Hargreaves, who 
has been most prominent in society for years 
past, had hosts of sympathizers who stoutly 
refused to believe fora moment that she was 
the person gulilty of stealing her own pearls. 
Thus, graduaily, the question simmered down 
to ‘‘Who stolethe pearls, Mrs. Osborne or 
Mrs. Hargreaves?’’ 

ANOTHER FIGURE IN THE CASE. 

During the course of the proceedings the 
name of a certain Mr. Engleheart became un 
pleasantly associated with that of Mrs. Har- 
greaves, and it was further hinted that the 
lady last mentioned stole the jewels and solid 
them to Spink & Sons in order to obtain 
money for Engleheart, or to cover wp indebt- 
edness which she had incurred through con- 
nection with that gentleman. 

A strong point made against Mrs. Osborne 
was that she alone of the five people who 
knew of the secret drawers where the pearis 
were Kept, had been provedto bein London 
on the day the Jewels were sold to Spink & 
Sons by a lady of mysterious bearing. 

This was about the state of the case D 
the note was received by Judge Denman. 

Finally it was suggested that the identity 
ofthe mysterious lady could be established 
by tracing the notes. From Saturday till 
last nignt, it is understood, detectives have 
been engaged in this tracing work with re- 
sults which appear to have been successful in 
establishing, beyond doubt, the identity of 
the lady who, on Feb. 23, sold the stolen 
pearis to Spink & Sons for £58 in gold. In 
anticipation of to-day’s promised sensation 
the Court of Queen’s Bench was packed this 
morning and a deadly silence reigned 
throughout that court when Sir Chariles§ Rus- 
sell, counsel for the plaintiff’, arose and 
slowly and deliberately announced that he 
was sorry to say that he was compelled to re- 
tire from any further connection with the 
case, and to admit that the jury must render 
a verdict for the defendaat. 

VERDICT FOR THE DEFESDANT. 

Sir Charlies Kusseil’s words, it may readily 

be imagined, created a profound sensation 
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notes at the Picadilly branch of the Nationa] 
and Provincial Bank, and these notes were 
found to have been indorsed by the plajptif, 
Mrs. Osborne. 

Thus ends a most sensational libel suit, for 
it is not believed that Mrs. Osborne will be 
prosecuted, her husband having, it is an- 
nounced, agreed to settle all legal and other 
claims which have arisen out of his wife’s 
unfortunate episode. 

THE DISGRACED HUSBAND. 

Capt. Osborne visited the Bank of England 
yesterday and his féelings may be imagined 
better than described when he was there 
confronted with indisputable evidence of his 
wife’s guilt. He at once proceeded to his 
home, and told his wife of what nad been 
pointed outto him atthe bank. Mrs. Os- 
borne saw at once that her denials and pro- 
testations of innocence would avail her noth- 
ing ;she brokedown completely and confessed 
toher husband that she had deceived him 
and that she had stolen her friend’s jewels. 

Capt. Osborne is a general favorite, atu on 
every side great sympathy is felt for him. He 
holds an unexceptionable position in society, 
and his record in the army isa goodone. He 
had the greatest confidence in ,the honor of 
his wife, and was willing to go to gny lengths 
to prove that. her character had been 
maligned. He vis engaged to her when the 
accusation was first made against 
her, He heard of the charges, 
but she, of course, denied them, 
and so deep was his love for her'and his con- 
fidence in her integrity that he placed no 
belief in the accusations and he married her, 
feeling sure that proceedings in court would 
establish her entire innocence of the terrible 
charges of theft. How he was betrayed by 
the woman he honored by making his wife is 
now a matter of record inthecourt. None 
but Kind words are heard concerning him, 
but his wife is bitterly condemned. 


HURLBURT IN MEXICO, 


HE IS SAFE FROM PURSUIT BY THE MINIONS OF 
SCOTLAND YARD. - 


New York, Dec. 22.—The announcement is 
made here, upon information obtained from 
an unimpeachable source, that William 
Henry Hurlburt is in Mexico. Hurlburt se- 
lected the country where he could best escape 
the consequences@t his alleged crime in En- 
giand. 
Offenses inciuded in England’s treaty with 
Mexico. Mr. Hurlburt may staythere as 
long as he pleases, or he may go to the con- 
tinent of Europe a be free from arrest, 
He cannot, however, live in his own country. 

This isthe firetintimation of the where- 
abouts of Hurlburt since it was cabled from 
London some three weeks agothat Scotland 
Yard detectives were in this city with papers 
for hisarrest and extradition to England 
upon thecharge of perjury in the Gladys 
Evelyn breach of promise case. The letters 
upon which Miss Evelyn relied for Hurlburt’s 
conviction in the former suit were writ- 
ten, as Hurlburt claimed, by his 
former private secretary, ‘‘Wilfred Mur- 
ray,’’ by which name they were signed. Miss 
Evelyn claimed to have known Hurlburt as 
‘*‘Wilfred Murray.’’ The suit for breach of 
promise was decided in Hurlburt’s favor In 
the London court, but since th&t time proof 
has been obtained that Hurlburt wrote the 
‘*Wilfred Murray’’ letters and that Murray 
was the name assumed by him whenhe con- 
tracted to marry Miss Evelyn. Hence the 
suit for perjury.

The Government replied that the refugee 
must first leave the American legation, sur- 
render bimseif to the Chilian authorities and 
submit toimprisonment.

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Judgment Affirmed Against Two New 


: York Swindlers. 
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CONVICTED OF WRECKING THE SIXTH 


NATIONAL BANK. 


A Fleeing Texas Desperado Brought Down 
by a Constable’s Shot-—Bloody Work 
Done by a Mexican—Used a Razor in 
Church—Killed While Resisting Arrest 
—Crime Calendar. 


New York, Dec. 22.—The convictions of 

Peter J. Classen and James A. Simmons, who 
wrecked the Sixth National Bank, were af- 
firmed yesterday by the Supreme Court, and 
unless a pardon should be obtained from the 
President the prisoners will begin to serve 
their sentences in a few days. ‘ It has taken a 
long time to bring these men to jnstice, but 
the term of imprisonment has only been de- 
ferred and not shortened, Classen’s mis- 
deeds were first brought tothe notice of a 
jury in March, 1890, and he was indicted April 
l by the United States Grand-jury. He was 
convicted in May and sentenced in March, 
1891, to six years imprisonment in Erie 
County Penitentiary. Simmons was indicted 
in 1899 for ‘‘aidingand abetting’’ Classen 
and convicted in March, 1891. He also got six 
years. They are now in Ludlow Street Jalil. 
H, M, Hithings, their counsel, said yesterday 
that he would apply for a new trial. 


IMPRISONED FOR LIFE. 

LANSING, Mich., Dec. 22.—Inthe summer of 
7689 Charles T. Myers, one of the pr®minent 
lumbermen of this State, shot and Killed Dr. 
Frank EF. Thurber and Deputy Sheriff Neal,a 
Marshal at Arel, who were about to levy on 


a quantity of Wright’s logs. The latter’s 
trial occurred in Aprilof the following year 
and resulted in his conviction. On May ihe 
was sentenced to prison forlife. An appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court, which nas 
handed down an opinion affirming the con- 
viction, and Wright, who is worth several 
hundred thousand dollars, must spend his 
days in prison.

WORLD’S FAIR APPROPRIATION, 


IT IS MADE NECESSARY BY NATIONAL COMMIS- 
SION PLANS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Representative Mc- 
Gann of Chicago talks about the proposed ap- 
propriation of $5,000,000 for the World’s Fair 
ina new light. He says that this amount 
would not be necessary if it were not for the 
additions to the original plans by the Nation- 
al Commission. ‘‘It is said that Chicago,’’ 
continued Mr. McGann, ‘‘asks this money, 
because the city has not been able to raise its 
original subscription.

The Guion Line Steamer Abyssinia 
Totally Destroyed. 


FIFTY-SIX PASSENGERS AND A 
CREW OF EIGHTY SAVED. 


THE 


Narrow Escape From an Awful Ocean Dis- 
aster—List of the Rescued-—Two Men 
Killed by a Falling Icicle in a Mine 
Shait—The Daily Record of Mishaps 
and Casualties. 


LoNDos, Dec. 22.—The North German Lloyd 
steamer Spree, Capt. Willigerod, which left 
New York Dec. 15 for Bremen, passed the 
Scilly Islands this morning and signaled that 
the steamship Abyssinia of the Guion Line, 
which sailed from New York on the 13th inst. 
under command of Capt, Murray, bound for 
Liverpool, had been burned dat sea in latitude 
49 north, longitude 29 west. The Spree sig- 
naled also that all on board the burned 
steamship weresaved. The date of the burn- 
ing of the Abyssinia, however, was not sig- 
naled. 

Although the Spree did not report that the 
Abyssinia’s passengers and crew were on 
board of her, it is supposed that such was 
the case. 

The burned vessel was aniron bark-rigged 
screw steamer of 2,346 tons net and 3,651 tons 
gross. She was built at Govan, Scotland, in 
1870. She was 363 feet long, by 42 feet 7 inches 
beam and 34 feet depth ofhold. She had 
compound engines of 500 horse power. 

The Abyssinia left New York at 6:15 p. m., 
Sunday, Dec. 13, bound for Liverpool, Oapt. 
George S. Murray ofthe steamship Alaska in 
command. Shecarried eighteen cabin and 
thirty-eight steerage passengers. The cabin 
passengers were: Miss Mary Wolfendor, Fall 
River, Mass.; Mrs. E. Woodfield, Springfield, 
Mass. ; John Harvey, Toronto; Joseph Cooke, 
England; Robert Cartwright, England; Miss

: Murray was the Captain, Al- 
bert Tirandt, Purser ; Dr. Freeman, 
the Surgeon; John Williams, Chief 
engineer. Thomas Lamb, chief officer, and 
Joseph Thomas, second officer. The crew 
numbered eighty all told,and there were 
thirty-six steerage passengers. The latter 
were almost without exception Swedes and 
Norwegians from the West, who were going 
overtosee their friends and families and 
spend the holiday season in the fatherland. 

The Abyssinia carried a valuable cargo of 
merchandise, the full value of which cannot 
yet be given. The Abyssinia was valued at 
$200,000 and was built for the Cunard Line by 
the Thompsons of Glasgow, Scotiand. She 
was rated as Al and counted as one of the 
Cunard Line’s crack steamers atthe time. In 
1882 she was re-en ed. For the past five 
years she has running between Van- 
couver, British Columbia, and Hong Kong, 
as one of the Canadian P acific line steamers. 
This was her first regular trip forthe Guion 
Line sincethen. She arrived in this port last 
September from Hong Kong with a cargo of 
teas. She sailed for Liverpool, Dec. 13, with 
a crew of eighty men. 


WRECKAGE PICKED OUP.

SECURITY FOR FARES 
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"Frisco Passenger Conductors Required | 
to Give $500 Bond. 


THE OR DER TO GO INTO EFFECT ON NEW 
YEAR’S DAY, 


Vigorous Protest by the Men Affected— 
They Fear Becoming the Prey of Spot- 
ters— General Manager Morrill Says It 
Means No Imputation on Their Em- 
ployes’ Honesty—Trouble in Prospect. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 22.—Great interest 
is being manifested by the railway conduc- 
tors ofthe Sst. Louis &San Francisco road 
over the order recently issued by General 
Manager Morrlil. This is an order that the 
conductors from and after Jan. 1 will be 
compelled to give bond in the sum of $500, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of 
their duties as such andthe payment to the 
company of all money collected upon their 
severailtrips. The men say that this order, 
in effect, puts them at the mercy of the spot- 
ters, who are put on the road in the interests 
of the guaranty company which furnishes, 
or will be called upon to furnish, the bond. 
They have objected with decision a nd trouble 
will ensue, 

As soon as the conductors heard of the 
order they held a meeting and decided to 
waitupon Mr. Morrill, but that gentleman 
hearing of the fact that a committee of five 
was about to startfor St. Louls, wired the 
committee not to do 60, ashe would not re- 
celve them. They have abandoned the trip 
for the present, but have taken the case up 
with the Order of Ratlway Conductors and 
will make a strong fight for what they deem 
to be their rights. 

The conductors say they will not work 
under any such order, and as they are a very 
determined set of men, backed by a powerful 
and conservative organization, they will 
make trouble. Ithas been stated upon good 
authority thata similar order has been is- 
sued by General Manager Chappel of the 
Aiton, but upto the present no action has 
been taken by the conductors. The situation 
does not present as rosy an aspect as it 
might.

HER SISTER INFORMED THAT SHE WILL 
NEVER SEE HER AGAIN. 


A Married Woman Leaves Her Home and 
Takes Her Child With Her—Her Hus- 
band’s Fears—Chief of Police Desmond 
Returns From His Hunt After Train 


Robbers. 


Andrew Barnhouse of No.905 West Jefferson 
avenue is in great distress over’ the sudden 
disappearance of his wife, Etta May, 
who left home about 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning, leaving a letter which has led her 
husband to believe she has committed 
suicide. The letter was addressed to her 
sister, Maggie Turley, living at 4471 Pine 
street, and reads as follows: 

Ineverexpectto see you again. I will give * de 
warning, you must not come here any more. ou 
will not find Vic or me here. Maggie, youcan take 
this on yourself. Iamas ever your loving sister un- 
til death. MAMIE BARNHOUSE, 

In explaining the inference in the letter 
Mr. Barnhouse said he had forbidden his 
wife’s sister to call at his house as he did not 
like the young man she was keeping company 
with. His wife had been sick for some time 
he said, and was subject to fainting spells 
and periods of dementia. He feared she had 
left the house while in one of her depressed 
moods and may have taken her life, but he 
did not think she would as she carried her3- 
year old son with her. She made no prepar- 
ations to go, but took $20 and left 
the house at 9 o’clock, She has 
living in Doe Run, St. 
Francois County, Mo., and Mr. Barnhouse 
thinks she may have gone there. He has 
telegraphed but received no reply. Mrs. 
Barnhouse has a married sister, Mrs. Laura 
Stohl, living at 1500 South Second street, and 
her younger sister, Victoria, is living with 
>. L. Barnhouse at 2654 Hickory street. 
Mr. Barnhouse describes his missing wife as 
being 24 years old and of slight build. She has 
blue eyes, bright blonde hair, and her face 
is thinned and blanched with sickness. When 
she left home she worea gray plaid dress, 
Diack sack, jacket fringed with ball tassels, a 
felthatand biack veil. The policeare as- 
sisting Mr. Barnhouse in his search for his 
wife. : 


Detective Desmond Returns. 

Chief of Detectives William Desmond re- 
turned to the city this morning after a two 
weeks’ absence. It was generally known 
he was out of the city 
working as a train hand on Western 
railroads with Detectives Allender and Viehle 
looking for train robbers. Two weeks ago he 
secured a clue which promised to lead them 
to the Glendale quartette, and setting 
aside everything else on hand 
Desmond, Viehle and Allender clothed 


themselves in rough garments, 
woolen shirts and slouch hats.

Chief Desmond absolutely refused to say 
a word about his searcli, the incidents of his 
trip or where he had been. He is wearinga 
two weeks’ growth of beard and looks quite 
fatigued. He was studying a time-table this 
morning asthough about to leave the city 
again, but he would not say what his in- 
tentions are. The detectives are in possession 
of clews strong enough to encourage them in 
keeping up the search, as they do not intend 
to give up.

CONRAD TESTIFIES. 


Mr. Barnaby’s Sonyin-Law On the Wit- 
ness Stand. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 22.—When the Graves- 
Barnaby trial opened this morning the doctor 
seemed happier than he did yesterday. He 
appeared to enjoy John Conrad’s increasing | 
indignation as his cross examination pro- 
gressed. There were times though 
when the old look of dejection 
would come over his face and 
he appeared ill at ease. Several ladies sat 
about him and lent him their moral support. 
He occasionally conversed with them, but 
spent most of the time leaning on the back of 
Judge Furman’s chair. 

Judge Macon arrived just as the crier 
opened court. He looked pale and showed 
the effects of his recent iliness, but only 
Slightly. He was warmly greeted by the 
doctor and his brother lawyers, and he took 
his accustomed seat at the counsel table. 

Yesterday afternoon two of the most im- 
portant witnesses for the State were on the 
stand. They were John Conrad, son-in-law 
ofthe poisoned Mrs. Barnaby, ard Detective 
Hanscome, who at Providence, Rk. I., in the 
disguise of a relative of the dead woman, in- 
duced Dr. Graves tocontess in the presence 
of Mr. Conrad, that he (Graves) had sent the 
bottle of whisky labeled: ‘‘From Friends in 
the Woous,’’ a draught from which, it ts 
claimed by the State, caused Mrs. Barnaby’s 
death. 

Both Hansemee and Conrad repeated on the 
stand yesterday what occurred at this inter- 
view. They admitted, however, that they 
had pledged their word to Graves that what 
he told should never be used against him ina 
court of justice. 

It was with a dealof interest to-day that 
spectators in the court-room heard the name 
of John Conrad called and his cross-exami- 
nation begun by Judge Macon, who opened 
proceedings by asking: 

‘Were you connected with any interview 
published in Boston?’’ 

**No, Lnever spoke to a reportér until one 
spoke to me.’’ 

**Did you say to the doctor that you had 
subsidized the press and that you had given 
arty he reporters $10 each?’’

SUIT ON A GAS BILL, 


The Case Concerning the Oympic Thea- 
ter Decided To-Day. 


MR. PIERRE CHOUTEAU CAN NOT RE- 
COVER THE MONEY HE PAID OUT.

The Gas-Light Co. Held to Be Not Respon- 
sible for the Mistake Whereby the 
Theater Paid the St. James Hotel’s Gas 
Bill—Opinion of the Court of Appeals— 
Other Cases. 


The Court of Appeals met to-day and 
handed down opinions in ten cases. The 
Appellate Court affirmed the decision 
of the lower court in the 
case of Pierre Chouteau against the 
St. Louis Gas-Light Co. Mr. Chouteau 
sued to recover $1,124.30, alleged to have been 
paid by mistake in gas bills for lighting the 
Olympic Theater. The history of the case as 
disclosed by the evidence set forth in the 
court’s opinion is as tollows: Thé Olympic 
Theater building situated on Broadway 
between Walnut and Elm was erected in 1882 
by C. A. Spaulding as owner and proprietor. 
It was composed of five floors fronting cn 
Broadway and the theater was in the 
rear or western portion of the building. 
The first floor was fitted upfor stores. The 
rooms on the second floor fronting on Broad- 
way were reserved by Mr. Spaulding for pur- 
poses connected with the theater. 
The third, fourth and fifth floors 
were leased to Mr. Miller, proprietor 
ofthe St. James Hotel, which adjoins the 
Olympic Theater, and the upper floors of the 
Olympic building were connected witb the 
St. James by doors. 

When the Olympic was finished in 1882 
four meters were put in the 
Olympic Building. Two for measuring the 
gas for the theater, one forthe second floor 
and one for the third, fourth and fifth floors. 
The bills for this latter meter were paid bf} 
Mr. Miller of the St, James Hotel and the 
others by Mr. Spaulding. 

In 1885 Mr. Spaulding decided to give up the 
use ofthe rooms on the second floor of the 
Olympic Building and leased them alsoto 
Miller. No notice of the change, it is alleged, 
was given tothe gas-light company and the 
bills were presented as usual to Mr. Short, 
Treasurer of the Olympic. 

Thus Mr. Spaulding was paying for the gas 
used on the second floor by Mr. Miller. 

This state of affairs, the court states, con 
tinued until October or November of 1888 
when the meter, which measure 
the gas supplied to the third, 
fourth and fi floors, was 
disconnected from the pipe leading to those 
floors, and the second floor meter was made 
to connect with those upper floors. The re- 
sult was, the court states, that all the 
gas consumed in the upper floors 
was drawn through the meter theretofore 
known as the second floor meter. By whom 
this was done the court states the evidence 
does not disclose. 

In 1886 Mr. Plerre Chouteau, Jr., who was 
proprietor of the Grand Opera-house,entered 
into an arrangement with Mr. Spaulding of 
the wen ages Theater, by which Mr. Chouteau 
agreed, among other things, to furnish 
light both No no- 
tice given company,

v. ere charged to Mr. Chouteau. Aftera while, 
Mr. Chouteau began to complain to Mr. 
Short about the = of the gas bills, and 
finally in 1889 the Olympic people con- 
criuded to make an investigation, 
which the state of affairs was dis- 
covered, and Mr. Chouteau brought suit 
tor the return ofthe money paid out in ex- 
cess of what was used inthe theater during 
the time he paid the gasbills of the Olympic 
Theater under the agreement. 

The case was tried betore 
Judge Klein, who decided against Mr. 
Chouteau on the ground that the cede 
ment of the gas pipes was not under the 
control of the gas company. 
The Court of Appeals affirms Judge Klein’s 
decision and gives judgment against Mr. 
Chouteau. The opinion is written by Judge 
8. D. Thompson,Judges Rombaur and Beggs 
concurring.

This Morning’s Contributions Bring the 
Fund Upto $3,000. 


This morning’s contributions to the Poor 
Children’s Shoe Fund bring the total amount 
of the fund up to $3,000.

Unoccupied Residences in the Central 
District a Rarity. 


THE EXODUS TO THE WEST END HAD NO 
BAD EFFECT. 


A Careful Canvass to Refute Certain 


Statements Aboutthe City’s Growth— 
Only Space Enough for 218 More 
Homes Between Cass, Lacleds, Jeffer- 
son and Grand Avenues. 


Five years ago the great majority of well 
informed citizens, and even intelligent and 
presumably well posted real estate agents 
when questionea relating to values in the 
then far West End—say at Taylor avenue— 
would draw attention to ‘‘the vast scope of 
vacant lots,’’ and in tones defying all further 
inguiry, ask ‘‘where arethe people to come 
from to populate the vast area of unimproved 
property east of Grand avenue?’’ 

Since then there has been a wonderful 
change in that quarter of the city, and it has 
taken place so quietly and with such swift 
enterprise that the progress made has not 
been generally noticed, and but comparli- 
tively few citizens know what has been ac- 
complished in that residence section. Indeed 
it was onlyafew weeks since that avery 
prominent real estate agent, a man who 
presumes to be well upin his line of business, 
made the positive assertion that there was 


room for 25,000 more east of Grand avenue, 
between Jefferson avenue on the east, Cass 
avenue on the northandthe Missouri Pacific 
Railway on the south. 

such an assertion, coming from a recog: 
nized authority, suggested the necessity for 
settling the question for once and forever, 
and, atthe same time, prove conclusively 
how densely populated St. Louis has become. 

Atthe cost of much time and trouble and 
incidental expense, a close personal Canvas 
and examination of the territory defined, 
comprising the whole of the T’wenty-second 
and most of the Twentieth and Twenty- 
fourth Wards has been made. To begin with 
it has been ascertained from census reports 
that this district contained a population in 1890 
of about 35,000 souls. Itembraces some 165 city 
blocks with a total frontage of 153,657 feet, 

Of this aggregate frontage but 5,454 feet, or 
about one-thirtieth part or the whole original 
plat remain vacant. In other words, there is 
an average of but 33 feet vacant to each of the 
165 blocks. 

Nearly one-fifth of this vacant property, 975 
feet, is on Laclede evenue alone. Lucas ave- 
nue, practically open on both sides alilthe 
way afew years ago, now hasless than 200 
feet vacant, while north Stoddard addition, 
between Easton and Oass, Grand and Jeffer- 
son avenues, covering 44 city blocks and con- 
taining over 40,000 feet frontage, has but 575 
front feet of vacant lots; that is, about one- 
fortieth of the whole,or 1% feet front of vacant 
space to each of these 44 city blocks. 

Allowing twenty-five feet for a house and 
five persons to each new dwelling, there re- 
mains unoccupied space for but twenty-three 
more houses anc 115 additional persons, and 
in the whole territory from Laclede to Cass, 
between Grand and Jefferson avenues, only 
218 more homes can be built for an increase of 
about eleven hundred persons to the popula- 
tion. 

While the district was being canvased to 
obtain these facts it was also ascertained that 
the territory under inspection contained a 
total of probably 4,600 houses and that 
only 151 of these display ‘*For Rent’’ signs, 
avacancy of only about 8 per cent of the 
whole, an astonishingly small ratio. Of the 
vacancles noted forty-five of them, or about 
one-third, were on Laclede avenue and 
Chestnut street alone, whilein North Stod- 
dard addition, with probably 900 houses, but 
twenty-two of them, orabout 242 per cent, 
were found to be unoccupied, 

improvements, midwinter as it is, are go- 
ing on all over the territory. In noting these 
features of progress it was found that twen- 
ty-one houses are under construction, and 
when it is borne in mind that 1650 feet of 
the ‘vacant frontage referred to are 
on Olive street, Franklin, Easton and 
Cass avenues which are rapidly becoming 
business streets, it can be plainly seen that 
ina very few years a vacant lot within the 
meets and bounds defined will be very 
difficult to find. 

This data explains why Lucas avenue, or 
Chestnut, and Morgan street, or Bell avenue 
lots, whiclt a few years ago were a drug upon 
the market at $30 to$35 a foot, now sell, 
readily, when found at all, at something 
near $100. These Geductions show conciu.- 
Sively that the remarkable buliding growth 
west Of Grand avenue has not resulted in 
emptying the dwelling houses east of that 
thoroughfare. Indeed it is beyond question
